Comes as No Surprise. 

The knockout caused no surprise in 
political circles. Party chiefs had 
been expecting it. The general as- 
sembly had advanced new primary 
bills and the house calendar has a 
series of senate bills—passed by the 
upper branch—on order of second 
reading.

Why Act Was Knocked | 

The voting power of precinct com- 
mitteemen was the item on which the 
old law was invalidéted today. In 
Dixon township, a ch was made 
in precincts to conferm to the vote 
on governor in 1924. The voting 
strength of precinct committeemen in 
conventions and on the party commit- 
tees was based on the party vote for 
governor in each precinct at the pre- 
ceding election, one vote for each fifty 
cast for governor.

It would 
give Chicago city committees of more 
than 2,200 members for each party.

The scope of Chicago's anti-mosquito 
campaign was extended territorily yes- 
terday when a portion of Will county 
joined in the abatement movement. 
The Joliet Rotary club has fathered 

_ the campaign in that area and activi- 
ties there are to be codrdinated with 
the work done in Cook, Lake, and 
Du Page'counties. 

An outline of the proposed work was 
presented to the Rotarians by Harlow 
Bigginbotham, who announced that a 
preliminary survey had been made by 
Maj. Edwin M. Skinner, chief of mos- 
quito control for Gorgas Memorial in- 
stitute. Maj. Skinner summarized the 
character and amount of work to be 
Gone during the coming sumrner in 
Will county, and explained what is be- 
tng done in the Chicago metropolitan 


Seek Report for Legislation. 

A committee to formulate plans for 
fmmediate action was named, with a 
request for a report by the time the 
proposed law providing for establish- 
ment of mosquito control districts is 
passed by the legislature.

Ammonis for Relief. 

A reply consolidating many in- 
 quifies has been formulated by ex- 
perts at Gorgas Institute as follows: 

“No powder nor spray nor smudge 
wil] have any materia] effect in driv- 
ing away mosquitoes from any given 
spot outof-<oors. If mosquitoes 
in the neighborhood, they are likely 
to be f4und anywhere. The introduc- 
tien of fumes distasteful to the mo 
eguito might cause them to move on 
for the moment, but they will be back. 

' “ Nothing in the way of a preventive 
against mosquito bites, which may be 
rubbed on the person, has been found 
to have more than a very brief effect. 
The.most effective preparations are 
highly volatile, and the fact that they 
are volatile makes their period of use- 
fulness short. 
“* After having been bitten by a mos- 
quito, any of a number of liquid lo- 
tions may be applied to alleviate the 
irritation. The most common one in 
use and quite as effective as another is 
a slight application of household am- 

Hepe for Help This Year. 

Control and abatement of mosquito 
breeding is the objective sought under 
the Gorgas plan. The present cam- 


major 
ecutives of the campaign realize that 
mosquitoes now exist in large num- 
bers, and that the female of the spe- 
cies live only to satisfy their desire 
for blood, which is necessary to ma- 
ture their eggs, and that, therefore, 
millions of people will suffer from 
bites or stings, they contend that only 
a miracie can alter the situation so 
far as existing insects are concerned. 
However, before the summer is over, 
if the proposed abatement measures 
are carried out under the general plan, 
and individuals do their part in ren 
dering their home estates free from 
breeding spots, the officials of the in- 
stitute promise that a marked diminn- 
tion will be experienced.

Street corner tag salesladies, who 
extract dimes and quarters from pass- 
ersby in exchange for bits of paste- 
board and string, will have to raise 
money for their neighborhood charity 
funds by some other method after 
July 1. 7 

Without an objection the city coun- 
cil adopted an order yesterday ridding 
the city of all tag and flower days with 
the exception of three, to be held by 
large codperative groups under the 
supervision of the Association of Com- 
merce. The order directs the chief of 
police to refuse permits to all other 


soliciting societies. 


“Tag days have become a public 
nuisance,’ explained Ald. John Clark 


{[30], chairman of the finance commit- 
tee and author of the restriction plan. 
““We have been having tag days 
about once a week throughout the 
year. Every little aid society, when it 
wants to raise some cash, starts sell- 
ing tags and people on the streets are 
forced to buy them to avoid embarrass- 
ment. Nobody knows whether the 
money goes to a worthy purpose or 
not and the only way to protect the 
public is to put an end to most of them 
and supervise the others.”” 

The three groups to be allowed tag 
day privileges are the Children’s Bene- 
fit league, Aged and Adult charities, 
and the patriotic societies. A fourth 
large group, the Federated Charities, 
is to be dissolved into the other three.
